"Gee, how I love that beauti- 
ful flag!" she exclaimed. "How 
wonderful it is to live In the 
United States, because here you 
are free, have plenty to eat, 
clothes to wear, and you can at- 
tend the church of your faith, .

"Today I am very happy for I 
have been told that next week I am 
to receive my, citizenship papers," 
she said. 

The children were represented in 
the flag presentation by Virginia 
Palmer, whose suggestion that the 
village needed a new flag and that 
the children give it, got response 
from the home supervisors.

Appellate Court Finds 
For Ferris in Zoning 
" Decision 




The Illinois Appellate Court in 
Ottawa refused the Lake County 
petition for a rehearing on the case 
of Paul R. Ferris, Lake Marie, 
whose appeal to that court saw* a 
reversal of County Judge Minard 
Hulse's decision fining Ferris $200 
for violating a zoning law. 

State'SjAtty, Thomas Moran is ex- 
pected to .take the case to the"" su- 
preme court. 

. /The appellate court ruling said 
that "to be a valid exercise of 
power;, a zoning restriction must 
have some rational connection with 
the promotion of public health, saf- 
ety, moral or welfare." It found 
no evidence of this. 

The state said Ferris violated the 
zoning ordinance because he used 
the property for business purposes. 

Atty. Lewis D. Clarke said that 
Ferris was within his rights because 
the property had been in trailer 
camp operation before 1939 when 
the zoning ordinance was enacted. 



New Resort Apartment 
At Deep Lake to Have 
Forty* eight Units 

The first of three 16-unit resort 
apartment buildings is under con- 
struction on the Rte. 21 side Of peep 
Lake just north of Grand avenue. 

Under the name of Villa Holiday 
Gardens, Mrs. Beth Scofleld of Lake 
Villa, will not only provide 48 sep- 
arate three-room apartments but 
will construct a beach on Deep lake 
750 feet in length, and her future 
plans call for a swimming pool, a 
restaurant, a lodge and a motel 
which would also be a part of the 
gardens. , * 

On five acres of land which she 
purchased from Edward Kidera, 
Mrs. Scofield la erecting the three 
sections in a semi-circular position 
with the lake as the focal point. 
Each unit will be air conditioned and 
will have its own ceramic terrace, 
tile bath and kitchen. Whether or 
not the apartments will be com- 
pletely furnished hasn't been de- 
cided. 

The lakeside apartments will have 
sliding glass walls, giving access to 
the individual terraces. 

The general contractor is John 
Zakel of Burlington, Wis., who re- 
cently completed the Island View 
Resort, Browns Lake. The estimated 
cost is $500,000, and completion of 
the first unit will be accomplished 
in January.

Debate on Education 
Advantage to Teachers 
Thistlethwaite Says 

Dr. Robert L. Thistlethwaite, as- 
sociate dean of instruction. North- 
ern Illinois University, presented a 
very stimulating and challenging 
topic at the Antioch High School one 
day teacher workshop Tuesday. 
The title of his topic was "Your 
Business to Education." 

Thistlethwaite commented on the 
great debate taking' place in Ameri- 
can society regarding what the ob- 
jectives and purposes should be in 
public education. This debate, he 
stated, can be turned to advantages 
by the teachers if they strive to 
accomplish the following things 
through a good publicity and pub- 
lic relations program: 

1. Educate yourself as a teacher. 

2. Educate the pupils - 

3. Educate the administrator 
about your teaching 

4. Educate the parents about 
your teaching 

5. Educate the community about 
your teaching. 

Other aspects of the institute 
workshop were comments by Prin- 
cipal Albert Dittman to the entire 
teaching staff and a discussion meet- 
ing with new staff members regard- 
ing the general operation of the 
school. Assistant Principal Warren 
Polley explained the daily schedule. 



Antioch Township schools gath- 
ered momentum today as registra- 
tion ended and classes operated on 
full periods. 

With rare exception there were 
increases in enrollments every- 
where. The exception was at Grass 
Lake school where the enrollment of 
126 yesterday was five less than last 
year. 

The Antioch Grade School system 
had an increase of 74-pupils, and the 
enrollment today stood at 704. Yes- 
terday there were 233 in the new 
Oakland building and 465 in the 
Antioch building. Six more are to 
enroll today. ^ Classes were in full 
swing at both buildings Wednesday. 

The Antioch Township High 
School had an enrollment of 675 yes- 
terday. By classes there were 213 
freshmen, 183 sophomores, 167 jun- 
iors, and 112 seniors. An increase 
of 50 over last year is expected be- 
fore registration is completed. The 
enrollment last year was 653. 

Other township registrations were 
Emmons 76, last year 58; Channel 
Lake 140, last year 123, and at 
Hickory Corners where Mrs. Daisy 
Ellsworth is the new teacher there 
are 33, a few more than last year. 
Mrs. Ellsworth taught 33 years in 
Oklahoma before coming to this 
community to teach. 

St. Peter's school has an enroll- 
ment of 380, twenty more than in 
1957.

Chapter 34, Section- 25, Art. 15 pro- 
vides for control of. building in the 
county outside of incorporated areas. 

Paragraph 15A added by the legis- 
lature at its last session said that j 
in any county with a population not! ' 
in excess, .of 500,000, located in the 
Northeastern Illinois Metropolitan 
area, the County can control build- , ". 
ing construction, but the Villages 
are not prevented from establishing 
higher standards than the County 
has. 

Carlson is of the opinion that since 
the large city — evidently providing 
for Chicago— was exem pted from 
county interference, the implication 
is that those of lesser population 
are not. 

Atty Jacobs doubts that the- legis- 
lature meant to destroy home rule, 
a matter which it has jealously 
safeguarded. 

"Can you imagine Springfield or 
Peoria permitting the county inter- 
fering with their building control?" •■ 
he commented. 

Mayor Murrill Cunningham said 
that Township Supervisor Lloyd 
Murrie knew of no order from the 
County Board of Supervisors au- 
thorizing -Director Carlson to take 
this action. 

The same letter was sent to Fox 
Lake, Atty. Jacobs said, and he was 
sure that other villages received It 
also. , i 

Atty. Jacobs told members of the 
Board that the Antioch code does 
not contain regulations of plumbing 
and wiring, which are contained in 
other ordinances. 

Director Carlson would take over 
Antioch on the basis of the hazard 
to health and safety if the local 
code is not satisfactory. Antioch 
at present has a public sewer sys- 
tem, but Oakwood Knolls, which it 
annexed, has private septic sys- 
tems. There has been much com- 
plaint regarding the inadequacy of 
this. 

Atty Matthews, who is village at- 
torney for Lake Zurich, wrote to 
the board there that the attorney 
general had ruled that the county 
can officiate within a village along 
with the village so far as the build- 
ing code is concerned, and that 
neither is denied the right.

Congress, with its Federal budget 
for fiscal 1069 calling .for a deficit 
of at least $10 billion, illustrates the 
necessity of driving this point home. 
Such a deficit, and the borrowing 
it necessitates, invites more of the 
inflation that has plagued the nation 
and its wage earners for the past 
dozen years. Statistics developed 
by Tax Foundation, Inc., are* the

. The average U. S. production 
worker's gross weekly earnings in- 
creased from about $50 in 1947 to 
just over $82 last year, but inflation 
constantly dogged his steps. . 

For example: in 1947, his pay in- 
creased by $6;i5 over the preceding 
year* but with inflated costs, prices, 
taxes, etc.; he actually lost 18c. 

In 1957, the average gross weekly 
earnings of production workers went 
up by $2.40 over the 1956 figure — 
but inflation's toll of this increase 
was $2.74. So his increase, again, 
turned out to be no increase at all', 
but rather a 34c loss. 

Since total personal consumption 
spending in the U. S. averages about 
$5,000 a year per family, a 1 per cent 
rise in consumer prices can mean a 
loss of about $50 "for a family whose 
income remains unchanged within a 
year's time. 

However, all can help get rid of 
this pickpocket with no sacrifice. 
The only thing we heed to give up 
is the illusion that we can get more 
out of the economy than we put 
into -it.
